Elder Morgan Preaches lis Last 

Sermon. 

To the largest crowd ever assembled 
within the portals of the Paris Chris- 
tian church Elder Carey £. Morgan 
preached his last seriuon before enter- 
ing upon his duties as pastor of the 
Vine Street Christian church at Nash- 
viJie, Tenn., Sunday evening. " 

The services Sunday morning were 
well attended, but in the evening the 
various chruches gave way for the oc- 
casion of £ider Monrgan's lut sernoun 
and as a Mmlt every religiou denomi- 
nation was represented. 

The spacious auditorium and laetute 
room which were thrown into oaejiere 
crowded to the utmoot. all the avail- 
able seating aiiace beios occupied, 
while the galleriea waie taxed to their 
capacity, many being forced to stand. 

At coaciasion of the morning service 
Profesior M. G. Thomson, one of the 
elders of the chutcb, in a few well 
chosen sentences voiced the deep re- 
({ret of the congregation at parting 
tiom their beloved pastor, and gave 
ihe following eummaiy of his nine 
years pastorate in I'aris: He hats re- 
cfcivea about nine hundred persons into 
tne chutcn, married threa hundred and 
t^enty-tive couples. Preached four 
hundred ana twer.ty-live funerals:, 
ni.iiit-red to the poor anci needy, 
curatorted the distressied. Placed 
four niissiunaries ,in the helds, and 
promoted Jhrisiian teilr.wship. 

Professor Thomson then read the 
following resolutions, which were un- 
animously a icpted by a rising vote of 
the congregation : 

"Whereas, ou^ beloved pastor. Elder 
Carey K. Morgan, has accepted a call 
I'rcm the Vine street church at Nash- 
ville. Tenn.. and has by bis resig- 
nation severed his relations as pastor 
of the Chritsian church at Paris, Ky. 

Be it resolved: First, that we ex- 
press our appreciation of hi a excellent 
services as our pastor and teacher 
druing the last nine years. 

Second, tluit we taatify as to our 
confidence in him aa a Cbtialian man, 
an elegant gentlemaa. an aceomplislMd 
scholar, and a trtia eitizts. 

Thira, that wa regard hia as n 
sympatlietic friend, a safe eounaelor, 
frank and firm in his eoavietiona of 
right and wrong 

Fourth, that we admire his gcni-dl, 
pleasant manner, which is alnsys con- 
ductive to^the highest pleasara in the 
family and social circle. 

Pifth. that we deplore the loss of 
his example and influence, not only in 
uur own charOh %ut in the entire com- 
munity. 

riixtn, that we feel that ths church 
and Sunday school have lost a zealous 
worker, and a must oiBcient teacher (n 
his esti nable wife. 

Seventh, that we commend him pnd 
his family to the Vine street church at 
Nashville. Tennessee, and send greet- 
ings. VVhai has been i.ur loss will Le 
their gain. May God oleas him and 
his family, and may happiness and 
great results attend his and ineir lahur 
in his new held, is cur e&rue&t 
prayer."

ten years of the Kentucky Christian 
Missionary Society. 

The Paris church prospered to a 
wonderful degree under his pastorate, 
and be has been found at tne front, 
working like a devoted Cliriitian to 
comfort those in distress. 

Elder Morgan will leave Thursday 
for Nashville to assume his new pas- 
torate and while it is with regret tiiat 
his conrgegation and the community 
give him up, it is to be felt that he 
has fulfilled his mission and seeks a 
new field to eantinne his wuik for 
Christ.

The Taft tariff board exonerates 
wool^ manufacturers of anything 
like taking advantage of high tariff 
rates to advaoee prices. The board's 
report ffoal^ make it appeaj^ that 
the woolen trust wenldn't do sneh a 
thing. 

But the report isn't altugethef ase- 

icss, because it proves beyond saecMM- 

ful contradiction: 
First— That Sehedals is inde- 

fenaible; it proves this eOBClosively 
ard for all time. 

Second— It eonfinns praetieally ev- 
ery charge made against the woolen 
schedule by Democrats and Progres- 
sive Republicans. 

Third— It proves that the American 
people are victims of extortion from 
wool manufacturers. 

Fourth— And that President laft's 
veto of the Under wood-LaPolIette bill 
was against the interests of 90,000,000 
consumers of woolens ; that it was ab- 
solutely ani^stified, ameeessary, and 
thereforel unforgivable. 

Tariff protects trusts only. 

Loais D. Braadois, the ^moos Bos- 
ton lawyer, who looks, acts, walks 
and talks like Abraham Lincoln, while 
testifying before the Senate trust in- 
vestigatiug committee, charged how 
the trusts received the greatest pro- 
tection have destroyed trade's union- 
ism, reduced wages, iaereased working 
hours, and driven AnMrieaas ont and 
brought foreign imflUgnint Inlior into 
their.milis. 

He exposed the iciostiee and fatility 
of the Tobacco trust settlemeot, effect- 
ed by the United States Supreme 
Court, acd said the rale laid dowji 
amounted to this "What man has 
illegally joined together, let nu court 
put asunder. 

In contrast with the record of the 
tariff protected trusts, Mr. Brandoi^ 
presented instances where prices have 
been reduced, and wages raised, in in- 
dustries operated under free competi- 
tion. Yet the standpatters would have 
the worlcingmen believe that the 
Payoe-Aldridi high protection wall 
was pnt np ezelasively for jUMir 
Ht.

The Law's lawaris. 

United States Circuit Court Judge 
Peter S. (iitssocp. of Chieago^ has 
managed to make a million lire out of 
himself while sitting upon the Federal 
bench. Besides jgetting rich himself 
he appointed Marshal £. Sampsell. his 
couit clerk, receiver for a traction 
company that was in litigation in liis 
court at a salary of $25,000 a y«ar. 

John M. Harlan, one of the really 
great jurists in this nation's history, 
and one of the best friends the com- 
mon peeple ever had on the Sopreme 
bench, died a few weeks ago. His 
daughter recently has accepted a posi- 
tion aa aeeretary to earn her living. 



An important point in eonneetioo 
with the President's message on the 

woolen schedule has escaped attention. 
It is this: Mr. Taft is giving the peo- 
ple a diseoorse on wool instead of 
cheaper woolens. Whether the Presi- 
dent's message, which doesn't tell 
Congress any more abont the differ- 
ence in the cust of production at hone 
and abroad than it knew before will 
be accepted by the country as a satis- 
factory substitute for cheaper and bet- 
ter clothing, which he premised in his 
pre-election speeches, and vca^ in a po- 
sition to give but flatly refuse^ by ve- 
toing the Unaerwood-LaFollctte wool 
bill, remains to be seen. 

Here are some facts which will aid 
the reader to reaeh a conclusion as to 
whether the President is now, ever 
was or ever will be in good faith with 
t>io poblie when it comes to interfere 
' \npr with the profits of the tariff trusts 
which mak(>s big campaig.1 contribu- 
tions to the Rspablian party : Wlwn 
the Payne-Aldrich bill was passed Mr. 
Taft said the woolen schedule uf that 
measure was ''indefensible." and that 
be woold like to see it revised and re- 
vised downward. At the extra session 
of Congress Democrats and Progres- 
sive Repoblicana paaaada bill rednciosr 
the almormally high tax on woolens in 
' a sincere and patriotic attempt to 
! lighten the burden of taxation to the 
I users of woolena. Had the president 
signed this bill it would have meant 

I a reduction this winter in the price of 
#oolon clothing of all sorts for men. 
I women snd children ; also in the prices 
! of blankets and other forms of wool- 
I en manufactures needed for wnrmth 
|l}y the general publie. 
I But the president vetoed this bill 
I affording the very kind of relief he had 
declared to be in sympathy with, forc- 
ing the American people to eontinne 
to pay a subsidy :n artificial prices to 
the wool industry of approximately 
$ 00,600.000 a year. 

Tne joke is on the public again. The 
people asked for cheaper and better 
clothing, and all they get. as far as 
Mr. iTaft is concerned, is a nicely 
worded but useless message ; words as 
a substitnte for relief from the extor- 
tionate prieaa exacted by the tariff 
trusts.

The Gemnns and Irish in the Unit- 
ed States are rapidly decreasing in 
nomlier, while the Italians. Russians 
snd natives of Aostria-Hangsry and 
Pinlnnd have OMNre.than doubled in 
nnmiier sinee 1900. This is a report 
made by tiM Cenaaa Boreau. 

Ths lijnreau calls it a "matter of a 
very cohsiderable interest and impor- 
tance." In the census of 1900 there 
were reported 1.615,232 persons born 
in Ireland, and last yisar the number 
had decreased to 1,351,400. Ten years 
ago the Ui ited States had 2,813,413 
persons lorn in (lerrranv, and last 
year there were tut 2.499.200. 

Ihe numbers of natives of Italy 
went up from 483.963 in 1900 to 1,341,- 
?*00 in 1910; Austria-Hur.gary, from 
636,968 to 1,658,700, ard Russia and 
Finland, from 640.710 to 1.706,900. 

Increases ate shown in the nu-nber 
of arrivals from England, Canada, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark and Mtxico.

By 
doing so it may be kept clean for 
years; but if the broom is used in a 
different way the dust will enter the 
carpet and aoon destroy It 

If the carpet covers the whole floor 
of the room and it is nailed down, 
place the chairs and other articles of 
furniture which can be easily moved 
in the middle of the room, pin np the 
curtains and oorer the conch with an 
old sheet. 

Pieces of damp paper may be 
sprinkled round the sides of the room, 
and then sweep with a carpet broom 
toward one place. « 

Take short strokes, being careful 
not to raise the broom much. Sweep 
the comers and edges with a small 
whiskbroom. 

Put two tablespoonfuls of ammonia 
into one gallon of water; wring a cloth 
out of this and wipe the carpet. This 
will remove the dust and help to
